SCHOOL REPORT 


fellow Citizens :— 


We herewith submit to you our annual report. Although 
we may have no startling changes to chronicle, and possibly 
not much that is new to propose, yet we think we can safely 
say, that the quiet, patient labor of the school-room has been 
as faithfully performed and its results have been as satisfactory 
as heretofore. 

Teachers of considerable experience have generally been 
employed in town during the past year ; this is well; keep the 
old teachers in our midst as long as possible; pay them well, 
sustain them with that encouragement which is better than 
money and they will stay with us. When new teachers are 
employed, as they must be sometimes, then duty and interest 
alike call upon us all as citizens to aid them all we can. A 
careless word spoken in the presence of children is often very 
powerful to mar the fortunes of a teacher, and the prosperity 
of a school. The position of a young teacher is.one that 
commends itself to the warmest sympathies of every candid. 
mind. ‘To teachers we would say that the duties of your 
profession and its standard of excellence are ever rising higher 
and you must make constant effort to keep up with the times. 

DRAWING. _ 

The study of drawing in the public schools is gradually 
coming into favor; superintending committees are authorized 
to require teachers to pass an examination in this branch, and 
we would recommend all teachers to acquire a knowledge of 
the elements of. this study. 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. \ 


In order that your committee may perform their duty, with 
any sort of efficiency, it is necessary that the prudential com- 
mittees should be exact in the performance of theirs; espec- 
ially with regard to giving notice of the opening and close of 
schools. 
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We have been disturbed but little with that discord usually 
termed “trouble in the school,” yet there has been more of it 
than we could wish for. 

If parents would use more care and not trust to flying ru- 
mors, but would occasionally visit the schools themselves, they 
might discover that things were ‘not so black as they were 
painted,” and they would certainly by their presence give much 
encouragement to teacher and scholars. 

Personal feelings and feuds ate too often allowed to creep 
in andinterfere with the management of school district affairs : 
in fact the greatest obstacle in the way of our schools, is the 
lack of harmony among the people. We speak of these 
things in no captious or uncharitable spirit. School officers 
and teachers can accomplish little without the aid of parents ; 
home influence so far transcends all other powers that your 
giving it in the right direction is of the highest importance. 
In concluding we would express our sincere thanks to teachers 
and the public, for the spirit of kindness which they have so 
often shown us. 


DISTRICT No. 1.—*NortH WEsTERN.” 
Prudential Committee, Levi H. Dow. 


Summer term taught by Mamie A. Gove. This was Miss 
Gove’s first school, and we think her efforts were very credit- 
able. Good progress was made in most branches and gener- 
ally the school was a profitable one to the children. We 
hope Miss Gove will continue to teach. 

Fall term taught by Ida A. Putney of Deering. We do 
not consider this school quite so orderly as heretofore, greater 
strictness in the enforcement of necessary rules would have 
been desirable; yet excellent improvement was shown by 
some pupils and we think the term as a whole was quite suc- 
cessful. 


DISTRICT No. 2.—Nortu WEARE. 
Prudential Committee. O. D. Sawyer. 


Three terms all taught by F. F. Foster of Weare, a popu- 
lar teacher, as is shown by the many terms taught by him in 
town. The school always appeared wide-awake, in fact Mr. 
Foster's pupils find little opportunity to be sleepy, as his man- 
ner of instruction isextremely lively and interesting. The va- 
rious Classes always appeared interested, and made good im- 
provement.

Three very successful terms were taught in this district by

Prudential Committee, Henry Foster. 


Summer term taught by Miss Irene V. Eastman of South 
Weare. Miss Eastman, though not having had long experi- 
ence, promises to become one of our best teachers. 

Winter term by Miss Emma B. Colby of Bradford. This 
was not the success that we should be glad to see in our 
schools. Where the difficulty lay Iam not able to say with 
certainty. Suffice it to say it would have been better to have 
had a male teacher.

DISTRICT No. 5.—Cuinron Grove. 
Prudential Committee, H—Enry H. Spaupine. 


Spring term taught by H. S$. Cowell. We visited this. 
school but once during this term, when we found everything 
going on satisfactorily. Mr. Cowell’s presence in the school 
isa sufficient guaranty of its success. It isto be greatly re- 
gretted that he cannot be retained in this place. 

Winter term by Arthur P. Mudgett of Gilmanton. 

We received no notice, nor did we know of the opening of 
this school until several weeks after itcommenced. Two vis- 
its made late in the term convinced us that this term was not 
in every respect so profitable as it ought to have been. 

A lack of systematic government on the part of the teacher, 
and the disposition to disregard even the mildest rules, on the 
part of some members of the school, led to the natural result, 
—disorder and dissatisfaction. 

While we fear Mr. Mudgett was not exactly the man for 
the place, yet we also fear his efforts were not properly en- 
couraged or appreciated. C. 


DISTRICT No. 6.—CEnrTRE. 
Prudential Committee, Homer F. Breen. 


Summer term, Alice L. Smith teacher; this term is one 
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more added to the many successful ones taught by Miss Smith 
in this town. ‘The school was in all respects quite up to our 
expectations. 

Fall and winter terms, taught by Irene V. Eastman. 

The progress here generally appeared to be good and in 
some instances was remarkable. 

If the opportunities afforded had been more generally ap- 
preciated more good might have been accomplished. | 

We consider Miss Eastman a strong self-reliant teacher, 
and in the careful minuteness of her explanations she is un- 
surpassed. If parents or children have failed to realize the 
value of her services the loss is wholly their own. 


DISTRICT No. 7—East WEarE. 
Prudential Committee, Dana K. MarsHatt. 


Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Hattie E. Prescott 
of Dunbarton. The school always appeared well when we 
were present, Miss Prescott is a thorough scholar and seemed 
to try to do well but with all her efforts, she failed to maintain 
- harmony, which seems to be very difficult in this district. At 
the close of this term, A. kK. Dearborn was appointed to fill 
the vacancy made by the resignation of Mr. Marshall, the 
former committee, and B. F. Cilley became teacher for the 
winter term. We had expected Mr. Cilley with his large 
experience would be able to guide clear of breakers, but in 
this we were disappointed,—storms gathered and the school 
was not what it should have been. Q.

Summer term taught by Miss Emma J. Cowell. 

This term of school was short and broken in consequence 
of sickness amongst the children in several families. No 
teacher laboring for so short a time, under such disadvantages, 
could accomplish very satisfactory results. 

Fall and winter terms taught by Miss Alice L. Smith. 

Here, as in all of Miss Smith’s schools, the most satisfac- 
tory results were secured. We are glad that here is an ex-
